S.R.O. 404, dated 21st Nov. 1960. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section

"(ii) When the subscriber is a Hindu and leaves a family consisting of 
widow and all minor children and no guardian is appointed by 
Court, payments in excess of Rs. 100/- may be made to the widow 
on behalf of her minor children without requiring her to execute 
any indemnity bond unless the circumstances of any particular case 
should justify such a precautionary measure”.

Lok Sahayak Sena (Amendment) Rules, 1960. 

— In exercise of the powers conferred hy 
section 11 of the Lok Sahayak Sena Act, 1956 (53 of 1950), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Lok Sahayak Sena 
Rules, 1957, published with the notification of the Government of India in the 
Ministry of Defence No, S.R.O. 385, dated the 21st October, 1957, namely — 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Lok Sahayak Sena (Amend- 

ment) Rules, 1960. 

2. In the Lok Sahayak Sena Rules, 1957, in rule 9, after the words, “for a 

period of thirty days”, the words, “and in the case of a border camp 
for a period of sixty days” shall be inserted.

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Taxation 

S.R.O. 407, dated 21st Nov. 1960. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 
60 of the Cantonments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924), and in supersession of the notifica- 
tion of the Government of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O. 148, dated 
the 21st March, 1958, the Cantonment Board, Jullundur, with the previous sanction 
of the Central Government, hereby imposes with eilect from 1st October, 1960, 
a tax for house scavenging, payable by the occupier of a building situated within 
the bungalow area of the Jullundur Cantonment (outside the civil areas) at the 
following rates: — 

(i) Rs. 4-00 per month per tenement where the annual value of the building 

does not exceed Rs, 1,200-00. 

(ii) Rs. 6-00 per month per tenement where the annual value of the building 

exceeds Rs. 1,200-00 and the building is occupied by a single tenant. 

(iii) Rs. 4-00 per month per tenement where the annual value of the building 

exceeds Rs. 1,200-00 and the building is occupied by more than one 

tenant. 


Provided that no such tax shall be leviable where the occupier provides his 
own conservancy services under intimation to, and to the satisfaction of, the 
Cantonment Board and no conservancy services are rendered hv the Cantonment 
Board: 


Provided further that the tax shall be payable quarterly in advance. 


Explanation.— For the purposes of this tax, “house scavenging” shall have the 
same meaning as in sub-section (3) of section 131 of the Cantonments Act, 1924.
